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COMMISSIONER’S REPORT. 





To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


The commissioners of the County of Grafton herewith submit 
their annual report for the year ending April 80, 1888, together 
with the reports of Superintendent of the Almshouse, Chaplain, 
Physician, Sheriff, Jailor, Solicitor, Clerk Supreme Court, Coun- 
ty Treasurer and Auditors. 

Your Commissioners have, as heretofore, used every reason- 
able endeavor to provide for the comfortable support of the in- 
mates of the Almshouse, and we are fully satisfied that very 
few of the unfortunates ever enjoyed as many comforts at their 
homes, as do the inmates of this institution. 

A variety of food, and proper utensils for cooking the same 
give many advantages which are not enjoyed by the poor at 
their homes in the several towns. 

If the citizens throughout the ,whole county would visit the 
Almshouse often, and witness for themselves the manner in 
which it is conducted, there would be less prejudice against the 
institution, and less suffering among the poor of the county. 

We have visited nearly every county pauper supported away 
from the Almshouse at least once during the year, and have 
given such instruction to the overseers of the several towns as 
seemed to us necessary. 

The health of the inmates of the Almshouse has been excel- 
lent during the past year; no acute sickness or epidemic has 
prevailed in the institution, as the bill for medical attendance 
will show, the entire amount being less than for some single 
pauper family at their homes; while the mortality has been less 
than any previous year, so far as we have reports to show. 

As will be seen by the Treasurer’s report, ‘‘Bond No. 33,” 
due Oct. 1, 1879, with one coupon attached, has been paid, 
amounting to ($530.) five hundred and thirty dollars. 

This Bond has been reported for the past six or eight years 
as paid, but was presented during the past winter, paid and 
cancelled. Had this bond been reported as outstanding against 
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the county, the indebtedness would have been increased by that 
amount. ‘This bond had been marked as paid on the ‘‘Bond — 
Book,” when the book came into the hands of the present coun- 
ty Treasurer. 

By referring to the proceedings of the County Delegation it 
will be seen that an appropriation was made for an addition to 
the insane department at the Almshouse. This appropriation 
not being voted until August, 1887, it was deemed best not to 
complete it last summer, but we hope to have a model building 
erected during the present season, which will add much to the 
comfort of this class of increasing unfortunates in our coimmu- 
nity. 

Mr.S. 8S. Brown and wife, as Superintendent and Matron, 
have administered the affairs at, the Almshouse to the satisfac- 
tion of the Commissioners, and solicit a careful scrutiny of the 
same by the citizens of the County.

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TO THE OVERSEERS OF THE POOR IN THE 
SEVERAL TOWNS. 


We desire to call your notice to Chapter 25, Sections 5, 6 and 
9, and Chapter 83, Sections 1, 14 and 15, of the General Laws, 
and to inform you that no bills will be paid for more than ten 
days’ support previous to the proper affidavits being furnished 
us according to the requiremests of these statues. The evi- - 
dence as to the settlement must show the name, age, place of 
present or former residence of the applicant since 1870; the 
amount of property owned by and taxed to them in any place 
since 1870; whether married or single; if married, when and 
to whom; if under the age of thirty-three years, the name and 
place and residence of parents, the ‘amount of property owned 
by and taxed to either of them; if they have received any aid, 
when and by whom; where they have lived for the last two 
years, and any other material facts bearing upon the matter. 

We would also call your attention to Chapter 58, Sect. 1, 
Pamphlet Laws of 1883, entitled ‘‘An act for the punishment 
of parents who neglect to provide for the support of their minor 
children,” and to report any such case at once to the commis- 
sioners, so that such delinquents may be compelled to perform 
their duty to their legitimate offspring. 

You are requested to present to the County Commissioners, 
during the first week of each term of Court, all legal claims 
which said town has against said county for the support of 
county paupers. 

You are requested to look after the interests of said paupers, 
and be sure that each pauper gets a dollar’s worth of goods for 
a dollar, and settle no bills that are not particularly itemized as 
regards weight, quantity and price. 

The towns in the Eastern Judicial District, except Orange, 
Grafton, Dorchester and Wentworth, may send their affidavits 
or direct any correspondence to S. S. Brown, Woodsville, N. 
H. Towns in the Western Judicial District, south of Haver- 
hill, Warren and Wentworth, including Orange, Grafton and 
Dorchester to H. H. Holt, Lyme, N. H., and the remainder of 
the towns in the County to S. P. Carbee, Havernill, N. H, 

We desire to express our thanks to the overseers of the poor 
throughout the Country for the interest they have manifested in 
their able assistance in the care of the unfortunate poor in our 
midst. The class of paupers that receive aid at their homes, in 
the several towns, in the County, are directly under your care, 
and we trust you will give each case a personal inspection, so 
that no one shall defraud the county, and no deserving ones 
suffer for the common necessaries of life. 
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We extend to all the citizens, and especially the taxpayers, a 
cordial invitation to visit the Almshouse, and witness for them- 
selves the manner in which the institution is managed, and thus 
be better enabled to judge how their money is expended.

In accordance with Chapter 28, Sec. 1, Gen. Laws, the 
Superintendent of County Farm shall make up his report to 
May lst annually, and also Sec. 2 of said chapter requires that 
the Superintendent’s report shall contain, in addition, a list of 
the paupers actually supported ut the Farm, and the number of 
weeks each was so supported, also a statement of the average 
cost per week for each pauper, with an explanation of the basis 
upon which said calculations were made. 

The whole number of persons supported and partially sup- 
ported for the year ending April 30th, 1888, was (143) one han- 
dred forty-three. 

The number of weeks board is ascertained by taking the 
number of days between the day of admittance and the day of 
departure of each individual, and dividing that number by 
seven, it gives the number of weeks each individual has been 
so supported. 

The total cost of supporting paupers on the Farm for the year 
ending April 30, 1888, is $7,218.97. This sum divided by the 
whole number of weeks board furnished, viz., 5360 3-7 gives 
$1.34-|- as the price per week, which includes every necessary 
of life consistent with the welfare of the inmates, outside of the 
products of the farm.

Sunday for the past year by Rev. A. Twichell, of the M. E.

There has been twenty weeks of school at the Farm with an 
average attendance of 15 scholars. W.S. Keyser taught this 
school, and the scholars made good improvement. 

In closing this report, I wish to thank the commissioners and 
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the citizens ofthe county for their uniform courtesy and aid giv- 
en me during the past year, and most cordially invite them to 
make their visits more frequent, that they may see for them- 
selves the care which the inmates receive in the institution.

SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 





At the May term, 1887, sixteen criminal causes were pend- 
ing. Five were disposed of and eleven continued. The term 
was of but four days duration and afforded no opportunity for 
the trial of causes. Laws must be made before they can be ex- 
ecuted. So many of the Grafton bar were engaged in legisla- 
tive proceedings , members of the executive department, or 
otherwise concerned in law making until a late day, that no at- 
tention could be given to law breaking. The September term 
was held but three days, and the entire state docket was of ne- 
cessity continued. At the November term one case come up on 
appeal. Seventeen indictments found under my predecessor 
and dropped because the respondent did not find it convenient 
to be within the jurisdiction, were brought forward and six true 
bills were returned by the Grand Jury, making a total of thir- 
ty-five cases pending. In eighteen of them a plea of guilty or 
nolo contendere was entered; in one, spirituous liquors were 
forfeited by decree of the court; one case, being in the law 
term for final disposition, was marked a misentry; one action 
was suspended; and one tried by a jury, resulting in a verdict 
for the respondent. Thirteen cases were continued to the March 
term, 1888. At the latter term two Libels vs. Liquors, one ap- 
peal and twenty-two indictments were added, making a total of 
thirty-eight cases pending. Of these fifteen went off on a plea 
of nolo contendere ; one on aplea of guilty ; one was dismissed ; 
and two dropped because the respondents were out of the reach 
of process. Nineteen cases remain to be considered at the com- 
ing May term. Six of these are practically One cause and will 
require but one trial. In three, perhaps five, others no trial 
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will be necessary. Efforts will be made to dispose of the whole 
list at the two terms which intervene before the setting of an- 
other Grand Jury.
